In through freight service, a mini- 
mum was granted of $4.75 per day of 
1060 miles or less, with overtime pro 
rata after ten hours. The engineers 
requested rates of $5.25, $5.50 and $5.75 
per day of 100 miles, according to size 
of the engine, and $7 for Mailett en- 
gines; the same rates to apply to mine 
runs, work, wreck, helper or pusher, 
milk and circus trains. 

n local freight service 25 cents ad- 
ditional to the through freight rates 
was granted. This met the full re- 
quest of the engineers. . : 

In switching service a minimum of 
$4.10 per day of ten hours or less was 
granted. The engineers asked $4.50 
pef day of ten hours in switching serv- 
ice and for belt line service. 

All existing rates higher than the 
minimum granted by the board are 
continued in force. 

n fixing the minimum wage in pas- 
senger service at $1.25 per day, a 
higher minimum rate is established 
for the roads’ parties to the arbitra- 
tion with the exception of a few. 

In awarding the minimum .through 
freight rate of $4.75 per day, the board 
establishes wages for the district that 
measurably approach the current min- 
fmum of roads now paying  obetter 
rates. 

‘In making the rate for local freight 
service 25 cents higher than through 
freight service, a general increase of 
compensation is granted, 

The effect of the 20-mile per hour 
basis of computing overtime in the 
Passenger service, the rules regarding 
final terminal delay, and other changes 
in the rules of service, are all more 
favorable to the engineers than exist- 
ing rules upon many of the roads. 
The problem before the board of ar- 
bitration was one of such difficulty 
that it became mecessary before an 
award was made for the board to con- 
sider the principles which should ob- 
tain. The fdcts upon which it reached 
its conclusions were s0 involved and 
numerous that they cannot be summa- 

zed. The investigations regarding 

@ compensation to capital, earnings, 
their future possible earnings and 
other factors, wére so complex that 
the board was unable to arrive at a 
conclusion regarding the ability of 
the roads to pay an increased com- 
pensation. 

Basis of a Fair Wage. 


It was determined, however, that a 
reasonable wage should be paid. Dis- 
regarding. therefore, the claim of e 
railroads that they were unable to 
bear an increase, the board agreed to 
the principle that the engineers should 
te paid a fair wi ge. 

In determining the basis of a fair 
wage, the board took the point of view 
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Woes ont 6h ame ene 
and in other parts vir coun 
should be the guiding principles. The 
board’s discussion iacts in this 
connection Jed it to conclusion that 
@ genera] increase of wages on all 
roads was not warranted upon the 
basig of the evidence presented. 

It-was concluded by the board, how- 
ever, that on some roads and for cer- 
tain classes of service, the co nsa- 
tion was too small; and theref the 
board introduced into the award the 
principle of a minimum wage for the 
entire district in question. e 
“The board states as its belief that 
the engineers- should be granted a 
fair compensation. It further states 
it to be probable that the great ma- 
jority of the railroads ‘in the district 
considered are able to pay such com- 
pensation with’ existing rates, the re- 
port says, there is just cause for them 
to open again the ¢ -estion of an in- 
crease. of rates with the interstate 
commerce commission. 

The board points out that a railroad 
strike for the great centers of the 
United States can no longer be con- 
sidered as a matter which primarily 
affects the railroad operators and em- 
ploy ees.

It is, therefore, imperative that some 
ether way be found to settle differ- 
epces between railroads and their em- 
pleyees than by strike, the report 
cays. In this connection the gains 
secured through the Erdman act and 
the Canadian industrial disputes’ act 
are discussed, and while these acts 
are found to have merits they are 
held by the board to be inadequate to 
meet the situation. 


Wage Commissions Suggested. 


In many,respects the railroads are 
subject to the interstate commerce 
commission and various ‘state commis- 
sions. The same its not true of the 
employees of the railroads, the board 
says. This djsparity of status sug- 
gests the creation of federal and state 
wage commissions, which shal} exer- 
cise functions regarding labor en- 
gaged in work upon public utilities 
analogous to those exercised with re- 
gard to capital by the public service 
commissions already in existence. 

“It is well understood by'the board,” 
the report says, “that the problem for 
which the above plan is a suggested 
solution is a complex and difficult one. 
The suggestion, however, grows out 
of a profound conviction that the food 
and clothing of our people, the indus- 
tries and the general welfare of the 
nation, cannot be permitted to depend 
upon the policies and the dictates of 
any particular group of men, whether 
employers or employees, not upon the 
determination of a group of employers 
and employees combined. The public 
utilities of the nation are of such 
fundamental importance to the whole 
people that their operation must not 
be interrupted, and means must be 
worked out which will guarantee this 
result.” 

The report is signed without reserve 
by Charles R. Van Hise, Madison, Wis., 
chairman; Osear S. Straus, New York; 
Albert Shaw, New York; Frederick N. 
Judson, St. Louis, and Otto M. Eidlitz, 


the chief justice of the supreme court 
of the United States, the United States 
commissioner of labor and the presid- 
ing judge of the United States com- 
merce court, and by Daniel Willard, 
president of the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad, representing the railroads. P. 
H. Morrissey, former grand master of 
the Brotherhood of Railroad Tainmen, 
representing the enginees, wrote a 
dissenting opinion, in which he ex- 
pressed the belief that the award 
would have the effect of retarding the 
progress of arbitration in the settle- 
ment of industrial disputes on the 


railroads. 

Mr. Morrissey contends that the 
award does not settle the important 
principles raised by the engineers, and 
claims that it is based upon statistics 
that are not only unreliable for the 
purpose for which the board used them, 
but that the board also erred, in the 
application of these wage statistics. 


* Only ‘Femporary, Says Morrissey. 


For this reason, says Mr. Morrissey, 
“while the engineers will faithfully 
abide by the award during the period 
that it is to continue, at the same time 
it can be only temporary because its 
fundamental basis is so insecure.”’ 

Mr. Morrissey recognizes the import- 
ance to the engineers of the effects of 
such increases in wage rates and the 
establishing of such uniform rules oi 
Service as the board has awarded. 
“There has been,” he says, “a gain 
th essentials, and a step forward has 
been taken in the standardization in 
engineers’ rates and of conditions for 
the eastern district.” 

Mr. Morrissey dissents from the ma- 
jority of the board in their recommen- 
dation that ‘wage commissioners be 
established with power of compulsory 
arbitration, although he suggests that 
there are some important activities to 
which wage commissions might profit- 
ably give their attention. 

A striking suggestion is made in his 
recommendation that hereafter arbi- 
tration boards should be so constituted 
that none of the parties composing 
them—not even representatives of the 
public—should have a majority of the 
members; that the majority should be 
constituted by representatives of at 
least two of the parties agreeing. 

Mr. Morrissey’s dissenting report 
concludes with the statement: 

“I wish to emphasize my dissent 
from that recommendation of the board 
which in its effect virtually means 
compulsory arbitration for the rail- 
roads and their employees. Regardless 
of any probable constitutional prohi- 
bitions which might operate against 
its being adopted, it is wholly imprac- 
ticable. The progress toward the set- 
tlement of disputes between the rail- 
ways and their employees without re- 
course to industrial warfare has been 
marked. There is nothing under pres- 
ent conditions to prevent its continu- 
ance. It will never be perfect, but 
even s0 it will be immeasurably bet- 
ter than it would bé under conditions 
such as the board proposes. The peace 
that would satisfy such an ideal con- 
dition as that had in mind by those 
making the recommendation, would he 
too dearly bought, even if it could be 
attained. ‘To insure the permanent in- 
dustrial peace s0 much desired will 
require a broader statesmanship than 
that which would shackle the rights 
of a large Zroup of our oitisens.” 


Broader Aspects Considered. 


The board's investigation led them 
to consider the broader aspects of 
the probiem. Never in the histury of 
the United States has there been a 
Strike on all the railroads of a great 
section of the country.

Thlanta Can Save Thousands 
| Annually

Atlanta's purchasing system is ex- 
travagant. 


Herbert R. Sands, expert of the New; 


York Bureau of Municipal Research. 
says that thousands can be. saved the 
city by centralizing its purchases in 
one department. He said that under 
the present scattered system the city 
48 bound to°lose money, and in his 
report, which he will write in New 
York, he will urge Atlanta's city offi- 
cers to change the system. 

“New York wasted millions through 
an injuditious system of purchasing 
supplies,” he explained. “The supplies 
for the city government were pur- 
chased much the same as Atlanta. The 
head of every department was allowed 
to make his own purchases, and asthe 


Atlanta will be urged to place the 
purchasing of supplies in one depart- 
ment, under the supervision of one 


man, Who is to act in conjunction with 


the heads of every department. Mr. 
Sands is going to point out the neces- 
sity of giving publicity to every mat- 
ter of importance connected with the 
city government. 

He says that the finance commit- 
tee should make its sessions public, 
and that the people wnose money is 
being spent, should know where every 
penny goes. 

“The best policy for a municipal gov- 


to every act of its officers,” he says. 
“That is not only the wisest, but the 
safest policy. The people can help if 
they are public-spirited enough. The 
trouble is they have never’ taken’ the 
trouble to find out further than the 
scant information they get from the 
newspapers. 

He says that Atlanta’s system of 
checks and balances is better than the 
average American city, and that the 
comptroller’s department is getting 
down to a system that will save At- 
lanta thousands of dollars annually 

The various departments of the city 
are spending too much money for sup- 
Plies. His only comment on the con- 
struction department was that he be- 
lieved the propérty owners of Atlanta 
were given too much latitude in the 
selection of street pavements. He says 
that experts are needed in street pav- 


fing work, men who can make a study 


*f conditions before giving a contract 
for any amount of paving. 

“There is always a wide difference 
of opinion among property owners as 
to the sort of paving they want for a 
certain streets,” he says. “Take a 
street over which there is little traffic. 
It does not require as solid base and 
crust as streets over which millions of 
tons of traffic pass. If left to the 
property owners they are more than 
likely to select the toughestand costli- 
est pavement for isolated streets as it 
does in congested districts. 

“Paving contractors are interested 
only to the extent of getting the most 
money from the city. They all put in 

roposals for the finest quality of pav- 
ng, regardless of the locatian. The 
routes of traffic should be studied, ana 
laws should be made to divert traffic 
as much as possible.” ’ 

Mr. Sands has almost completed his 
nvestigation of the system Of book- 

eeping in Atlanta. He will not make 
his report until after he reaches New 
York. 

Dr. T. A. Lindholm, an expert on 
health and school systems, will arrive 
here Monday afternoon, and will begin 
an investigation.
